fhall  make  diflindl  lilts  of  perlons 
vned  for  as  Prefident.  and  of  al' 
perfons  voted  for  as  Vi;e  Prefident, 
and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each, 
which  lilts  they  (hall  figi  and  certifv, 
and  tranfmit  fcaled  to. he  feat  of  the 
g 'vernment  of  the  United  States, 
directed  to  tke  Prdident  of  the 
Senate  ; the  pielideni  of  the  Senate 
(bull,  in  the  p’efenct  of  the  Senate 
and  Houfe  of  leprefentatives,  open 
all  the  certifi  ates,  and  the  votes 
(hall  then  be  counted. — d'he  perfon 
having  the  greitefl  number  of  votes 
for  Pr  .'fident  lull  le  the  Prefident, 
if  fudi  numbtr  be  n majority  of  the 
whole  iiumberof  Eledtors  apjioiptcd; 
and  if  no  perfin  have  fucb  majority, 
then  from  th:  perfons  having  the 
higheft  numbcis  not  exceeding  three 
on  the  lilt  of  liofe  voted  far  as  Pre- 
lidtnt,  the  Hqfe  of  Reprefenialives 
(IkiII  choofe  nmediately,  bv  ballot, 
the  PrelideiT.

he  river  to  tfae  Nore,  we  mav  na- 
turally conclude,  that  the  total  num- 
ber thus  collected,  mu(l  amount,  in 
the  courfe  of  a few  hours,  to  fome 
thoufands.  The  fame  orders  were
